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Questions of Atmosphere and Motivation 


ABILENE, SAN ANTONIO 

Two men trying to unseat incum- 
hents, a governor and a senator, have 
launched, as they say, their cam- 
paigns; but there the similarity ends. 

Bill Blakley’s well-paid campaign 
staffers at Abilene were managerial, 
jumpy, not a little depressed Roy 
(srimes of Blakley’s — staff, (who 
wishes it to be known that he was nat 
either the Republicans’ state office 
manager, he was the director of or- 
ganization,) handed out press releases 
and slick-printed biographies of the 
candidate, Young lawyer - looking 
tvpes like tall, well-groomed Tommy 
Rodman of Odessa stood around on 
the Windsor Hotel mezzanine com- 
plaining that Senator Yarbarough 
voted (with the Democratic Party and 
Lyndon Johnson) against Senator 
Knowland (and the Republican 
Party) on the GOP’s union-control- 
ling bills. How, Rodman was asked, 
how goes the Youth for Blakley club 
in Odessa? “Embryonic,” he © said. 
I-ven the frequent applause for Blak- 
lev’s speech was irritated, angry. No 
one seemed very pleased about any- 
thing; this was a job they had to 
do... 

“Los Conquistadores,” three [atin- 
\merican guitarists dressed alike in 
loud purple trim, ambled through the 
hundred-odd people on the Gunter 
Hotel's north terrace plaving and sing- 
ing “(awa-tha-la-HAAA-ra, Gwa-tha- 
la-HAAAAAAAAA-ra-” and some- 
thing called the “Gonzalez corrida.” 
ld friends were meeting and talking 
gainst the noise. “Los Gay Caballe- 
ros” went up to the mike and slammed 
out “El Rancho Grande,” not to men- 
tion “Viva Henry Gonzalez!” and a 
lady was heard to remark, “This has 
hillbilly beat all holler.” Henry and 
his expecting wife, Bertha, arrived 
late and happy, in matching light 
blue: he also in a vertical-stripe red 
white and blue tie and white shoes. 
“Pappy O'Daniel’s got nothin’ on you, 
hoy’ somebody said to him. A rotund 
\nglo-looking man took over the 
Caballeros’ heavy guitar and beat on 
it like a drum, shouted, “That’s for 
Henry !—for Gonzalez!” People were 
laughing; they liked the way this was. 
During dinner Yolanda Almaguer, a 
beautifully shaped San Antonio girl 
well molded in a red and white polka 
dot dress with green ribboning, 
stamped and swirled and slapped her 
castanets through the Malaguena. 

Blaklev’s barbecue cost $1.50, and if 
you wouldn't buy a ticket, J. Ed Con- 
nally, a pro-Daniel member of the 
state Democratic executive commit- 
tee, would send you one free. Gon- 
zalez’s dinner cost $100, and they 
raised a net of $7,000 Tuesday night 
hecause Gonzalez needed it. 

Two challengers, starting out on the 
long summer: the one surrounded by 
uneasy hirelings and dyspeptic young- 
sters, the other by gay musicians and 
believing friends.

IT 1S NOT a point of view 
but a fact that Blaklev’s campaign 
opening in Abilene was a failure. Al- 
lowing for less-than-ordinary Satur- 
day afternoon shopping crowds, the 
streets were virtually deserted during 
his touted parade. At the very outside 
1,000 attended the barbecue at the 
football field, to which many free 
tickets had been distributed; careful 
reporters on this point agreed that 
about 600 or 700 attended the rally 
and speech immediately after the bar- 
becue, a hundred steps or so from the 
field. 

Perhaps the failure lay in counting 
the crowd before it gathered, for 
Blakley’s local men said first that 
3,000 to 5,000 would come to the rally, 
later scaled this down to 2,500. Per- 
haps people thought a man with all 
that money didn’t need their help. 
Perhaps they kept reading in_ the 
Abilene Reporter-News and the Aus- 
tin American-Statesman about the 
caravans cascading into Abilene from 
7,000 surrounding hamlets and _ fig- 
ured there wouldn’t be any room left 
for them on the overflowing football 
field. As it turned out the barbecue 
crowd didn’t even overflow one arc 
of the cinder track. 


More important, though, for the 
wondering citizen watching this plain, 
friendly, direct, reactionary multimil- 
lionaire trying to find his way into the 
strife and insult of Shivers-type poli- 
tics was “the press conference.” 

I have been to many press confer- 
ences, conferences held by Truman, 
Kisenhower, Shivers, Daniel, Yar- 
borough, and even Evetts Haley. 
Blakley says less quicker than any 
politician I have ever heard. 

He says “I’m Bill Blakley” very 
well. But most of his answers to 
questions of policy run one sentence 
at the longest, and sometimes not 
that. He does not seem anxious to dis- 
cuss what he specifically believes. 
This, remember, is the man who made 
the kick-off address to Freedom in 
Action in Dallas last year;"and Free- 
dom in Action is against social se- 
curity, federal aid, old age assistance, 
unemployment and disability compen- 
sation, the whole New Deal now 
made respectable by the national Re- 
publicans. Either Blakley does not 
know what he specifically believes, or 
he does not want the voters to know. 


Davi CHEAVENS of 
AP asked the senator what was the 
greatest need in Democratic politics.

Could 
he be more specific? “I think they
